Report of the Secretary-General on Ethiopia 
and Eritrea (S/2000/643)

21 July 2000, respectively, from Eritrea; and 
S/2000/627 and S/2000/704, letters dated 26 June and 
18 July 2000, respectively, from Ethiopia. 

It is my understanding that the Security Council 
is ready to proceed to the vote on the draft resolution 
(S/2000/729) before it. If I hear no objection, I shall 
put the draft resolution to the vote now. 

There being no objection, it is so decided.
